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STATE FAIR 


California’s 86th State Fair, Aug. 
30 to Sept. 9 at Sacramento, will 
reward visitors with a graphic pic- 
ture of the state’s wealth. 
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Do you pay too much for freight? 

Are shipping charges eating up the 
farmer? If so, why? } 

These questions are answered, in| 
part—but only in part—by the U.| 
S. Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
in a recent bulletin listing a series 
of indices of railréad freight rates 
on perishable farm products, cover-, 
ing the last 25 years. 

According to the federal bureau, 
the figures show that rates on fresh 
fruits and potatoes average lower 
now than during the decade of the 
1920’s, but continue relatively high 
as compared with the prices receiv- , 
ed by the producers of these pro- 
ducts. Rates on truck crops other 
than potatoes are the highest since 
1920. 

Admittedly, according to the bu- 
reau, the trend in freight rates, 
during the years, has been toward | 
an increase in the relative cost of 
transportation to market, every- | 
thing considered. 

But giving the railroads their due, 
and being fair about the matter, 
railway labor costs have shot up- 
wards, without regard to the abil- 
ity of the roads and their patrons 
to pay the higher wage scales; rail- 
way taxes have increased tremend- 
ously, and rail tonnage has drop- 
ped sharply, due to increased com- 
petition from ships and trucks. 

The writer is making no defense 
of the railroads, but is merely cit-/ 
ing the facts as he sees them, The 
railroad problem is as complicated 
as the farm problem. Agriculture 
has suffered because of the finan- 
cial difficulties of the railroads. — 
And the railroads have suffered be- 
cause of unstable conditions in ag- 
riculture, If either industry was in 
robust economic health, it would 
help pull the other through its per- 
iod of illness and convalescence. But 
with both sick, each has added to' 
the burden of the other. 

The national averages of pub- 
lished rates on perishables in 1938, | 
when the increase of 5 per cent on 
agricultural products was author- | 
ized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, were 17 to 51 per cent 
higher than in 1913. 

Yet here is another phase of the; 
the problem. Some of the increases 
in rates authorized in 1938 have! 
not been maintained by the rail- 
roads, but nevertheless the rail 
lines have continued to lose traf- 
fic to other forms of transportation. | 

Charts of the Interstate Com- } 
merce Commission reveal that rail 
tonnage Of perishables has declined | 
by about 25 per cent durine the 
last ten years. And this decline oc- 
cutred, moreover, during a period of 
sharply increased production of a 
number of products. Much of the- 
lost business, according to the fed- 
eral bureau, has gone to motor! 
trucks, and part of it to water car-— 
riers. 

Comments the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economy: “The import- 
ance of the loss of perishable ton- 
nage by the railroads in recent 
years is shown by the fact that 
perishable shipments comprised ap- 
proximately 12 per cent of the 95,- 
400,000 tons of agricultural carload 
shipments originated in 1938, and 
provided more than 40 per cent of 
the $527,000,000 of railroad freight 
revenue derived therefrom. The av- 
erage haul for perishable traffic is 
more than 1400 miles, whereas the 
average for all rail traffic was only 
365 miles in 1938, and less than this 
in previous years. 

This writer does not pretend to 
understand all the ramifications of 
the railroad problem. But this month 
is certain: Farmers need all forms 
of transportation—railroads, trucks 
and waterways — and when any 
branch of the transportation in- 
dustry bogs down, agriculture suf- | 
fers. 

Two primary factors in the rail- | 
roads’ difficulties, apart from their | 
competitive problems, are: Exces- 
sive labor costs and excessive tax- 
ation. The tax load, however, is not 
distinctively a railroad problem; 
every branch of business and indus- 
try has suffered at the hands of the

Scattered Fighting In 
Balkans Holds Threat 
| Of Spread In Conflict

Great Britain’s Royal Air Force, 


the empire's first line of defense, 
launched the second year of war 
against Germany today by whoop- 
ing it up for the smashing blows 
they had dealt a few moments 
earlier to a great German air arm- 
ada in a big battle over a southeast 
inland town. 

As the fighter planes roared in for 
;new supplies of gasoline and mach- 
‘ine gun bullets they whirled over 
and over to announce to the crews 
on the ground that British planes 
had won another battle in the bat- 
tle of Britain. 

The battle was fought almost at 
the very hour—1l a. m. — when 
| Neville Chamberlain, then Prime 
Minister, told the empire one year 
ago that Germany and Britain were 
jat war. 

In London today there was no 
time out for observances of the an- 
|niversary. Eleven o’clock found the 
|city in the midst of an air raid 
,alarm which started at 10.22 a. m. 
and did not end for an hour and 10 
minutes. 

In Germany also it was a day of 
war, rather than anniversary. Ber- 
lin was suffering from a plague of 
; head colds which many citizens 
blamed on the long hours British 
raiders forced them to spend in air 
raid shelters. 

The high command claimed that 
British attacks last night had been 
ineffective and that three British 
Planes had been shot down. Munich 
had an hour’s air alarm, the second 
in two nights. 

British bombers last night again 
carried the war back to Italy, Rome

tonnage was taken over by their 
competitors. 

Railroad labor would render a 
service to itself, as well as to the 
growers and shippers, if it backed up 
and took a more ticasonable atti- 
tude in its wage and hour negotia- 
tions. There are thousands of unem- 
ployed railroad men walking the 
streets, looking for work, and there 
are likely to be thousands more if 
the law of diminishing returns con- | 
tinues to sap tlailroad tonnage.
